sale averages in our breed was set 
at the Cooper Estate Dispersal on 
Sept. 16 (third anniversary of the 
Dunloggin Dispersal). In this sale 
78 head, plus 8 baby calves under 
three months, sold for a total of 
$216,025 to average $2769.55. With 
all calves included as full lots, the 
average figures $2512 for 86 head. 


The Mount Victoria ($1976) and 
Dunloggin (1835) dispersals were 
the two previous high figures for 


our breed in North America. 


The foundation for this herd was 
laid three years ago by purchase at 
the Dunloggin dispersal and by pri- 
vate treaty from Winterthur. A few 
other select purchases were made 
later. The sale aroused wide inter- 
est and the tremendous crowd, esti- 


mated at over 2000, came from a 
large area. We personally met 
breeders from 19 states, Canada, 


Argentina and Chile, and there were 
doubtless more states represented 
in the huge audience. 


The herd was in the pink of con- 
dition and beautifully presented. 
Tribute in this respect should be 


paid to Farm Manager Chris San- 
ders and Herdsman Dulan Covie, as 
well as Dr. George Stringham, who 
has carefully watched the health of 
the herd from the beginning. The 
health status was that of a certified 
herd and with vaccination permit- 
ting shipment into any state. 


The Backus’ organization  han- 
dled the sale, and received many 
well justified compliments upon the 
smoothness with which all details 
were handled. R. Austin Backus 
wielded the gavel throughout, with 
Harold Lee as ringman and Earl 
Groff and Olin Backus taking bids 
from strategic stations in the crowd. 


The sale started at 11:30 a. m., 
and was finished at 4:30 p.-m., with 
never a dull moment. Mr. Backus 
extended a welcome to the audience 
and introduced Harold Shaw, of 
Maine, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the National Associa- 
tion, who made a pleasing and brief 
opening statement on the strong po- 
sition of the Holstein industry. 


First animal in the ring was Dun- 
loggin Mistress Gracious, a 3%- 
year-old daughter of Woodmaster 
and the popular brood cow, Dun- 
loggin La Grace.

Another great one was 
Winterthur Nebska Great  Toria, 


with an 814-lb 3X record. She went 
at $3520 to Nebraska. One son, the 
flashy 3-year-old herd sire, Winter- 
thur Fobes Nebska Yankee, by 
Posch Ormsby Fobes 14th, brought 
$3,000, going to Ralph Stolle, Le- 
banon, Ohio. A _ 2-year-old_ son, 
Winterthur Wintorias, also by 
Posch Ormsby Fobes 14th, sold for 
$4300, to Nebraska, and her Jan- 
uary son by Dunloggin L’Dessic, 
brought $3100, going to Ralph E. 
Ogden, Mountainville, N. Y. Two of 
the choicest 2-year-olds in the herd 
were twin daughters of Winter- 
thur Fobes Posch Victor out of a 
daughter of Winterthur Posch 
Great Select, both taken by the Ne- 
braska Foundation at $4100 amd 
$3500 respectively.

these earlier gifts now come back 
to the Cooper estate through thege 
purchases. The influence of thege 
great animals on Nebraska Holsteiy 
development is likely to be very far 
reaching in years to come.

While our exhibit at Oregon State 
Fair was rather small, having 43 
head, the quality was good. With 
the exception of the two-year-old 
class, the tops in each class were 
very good, particularly in the aged 
cow, four-year-old and three-year- 
old classes. Cliff Knight of Adohr 
Farms did a very nice job in placing 
the classes. We had three herds 
with practically full strings, Grimes 
Brothers of Harrisburg having the 
largest herd. A. P. Ireland, Forest 
Grove, had a very nice string; and 
Walter Brog brought a nice herd of 
young animals, most of which were 
sired by Hallrose Hazel Midnight. 

Senior and grand champion bull 
went to Noble Uniform, a very at- 
tractive aged bull, sired by Forum 
Uniform. He was exhibited by 
Grimes Brothers, Harrisburg, and 
Adolph Benter, Creswell. If he is in 
the same condition and shows as 
well at the Pacific International, he 
could be one of the contenders for 
top honors at this show. 


Reserve champion went to Walter 


Brog’s first prize three-year-old, 
Wocowa Handy Jack, a son of Hall- 
rose Sandy, who, if my memory 
serves me correctly, received honor- 
able mention for All-American some 
years ago. Handy was quite an at- 
tractive three-year-old bull, showing 
plenty of scale, depth, and a good 
set of feet and legs. He has been of- 
ficially classified Very Good. 

Second prize aged bull, Carnation 
Artisian, certainly attracted atten- 
tion in the barn because of his ex- 
treme size.

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Cooper Dispersal 


The report of the Cooper Estate Dispersal, in this 
issue, makes great reading for Holstein enthusiasts. 
The average of $2769 for 78 head sets a new high mark 
for our breed in dispersal sale averages. 

The top price was an even $10,000. (the third 
Woodmaster daughter to achieve this distinction) and 
we think we are safe in saying that there has never 
been a sale in any breed equalling this $2769 average 
figure without a considerably higher top price to con- 
tribute to the average. An even dozen animals sold 
above $5000, or one in every 6% lots sold. The num- 
ber of full lots selling under $1000 was only eight and 
these included some very young animals. 


It will go down in history as one of the great sale 
events of our breed. The Cooper herd was founded in 
1943. They were the largest buyers at the Dunloggin 
dispersal and also bought at private treaty a very select 
foundation from Winterthur Farms. In the three years 
intervening, there was not time for them to demonstrate 
the merits of the cross of these two outstanding strains 
which Mr. Cooper and his advisors had planned. None 
of them were yet in milk, in fact. 

Yet in the three years time, the calves dropped in 
the Cooper herd from these foundations sold for more 
total dollars than the original foundation sold for—and 
these brought considerably more than the original cost. 

The development of the animals had been carried on 
through continuous testing in AR and Herd Test as well 
as DHIA and they were maintained in fine condition. 

A development of particular significance was the 
purchase in this sale of 25 head by the University of 
Nebraska Foundation for a total of over $85000. The 
Foundation was set up years ago to advance the inter- 
ests and service of the University. In later years Mr. 
Cooper was a liberal contributor to this fund, and his 
original purpose in establishing the herd ‘was that 
eventually it would go to the University of Nebraska 
for their continued development. It was particularly 
appropriate, therefore, that the Directors of the Ne- 
braska Foundation should make a liberal appropriation 
for the purchase of breeding animals from the Cooper 
estate. 

We are informed by Prof. H. P. Davis that it is the 
intent of the University of Nebraska to make sires of 
this Dunloggin and Winterthur breeding available to 
breeding groups in Nebraska at very nominal costs. 
It is not difficult to envision what a contribution this 
should be to the breed in that area. It is a most in- 
teresting program. 





Gold Medal Sire Requirements 


We are glad to see so many good bulls earning Gold 
Medal rating as announced elsewhere in this issue. By 
their numbers, however, they are already creating one 
problem for this publication. : 

At the rate these Gold Medal Awards are coming 
through, it will obviously be necessary for us to revise 
our earlier effort to present all Gold Medal Sires on our 
cover as rapidly as suitable pictures could be secured. 
At the present rate, it would be giving almost a com- 
plete monopoly of cover positions to this one type of 
activity. ; 

This ereat increase in numbers awarded is a logical 
payoff on the great increase in Herd Classification work 
that has been carried on for the past few years. We 
also are constrained to wonder if the new requirements 
are quite enough. We think the idea of a definite 
standard for the Gold Medal Award is a big improvement 
and while we don’t like to think of frequent changes in 
these basic rules for awards that are so highly valued, 
it rather seems to us that on the production end the com- 
mittee and Board might well give consideration to the 
idea of making the Gold Medal production require- 
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ment 66.6% above requirements instead of 50%, This 
would put it on the same basis as the Honor List. 

It will be recalled that when the Honor List was 
first put on the basis of a percentage increase over age 
requirements, the 50% figure was used the first year 
and it was found that the numbers were so great ag tg 
be cumbersome to handle and perhaps detracting some. 
what from the honor of such listing. The change to 
66.6% as a requirement seemed to cure that CTiticism 
quite completely. The size of the Honor List is gtijj 
plenty large, but breeders are happy when they make jt 

We would like a little discussion on this point from 
our readers. Certainly the honor will be more cherished 
if it is harder to accomplish. 


The Cover 


Another sire in our Gold Medal Series is selected 
for our cover this week. King Bessie Progressor 25th 
739789 is the 60th sire to earn this designation. 

For type, he has 43 classified daughters, and their 
average score is 83.2 points, comprising of 15 V.G., 22 
G. P. and 6 G. For production 18 out of 36 daughters 
tested have exceeded Gold Medal requirements, i. e. 50% 
above the AR requirements for their age. One daugh- 
ter formerly held the Wisconsin State championship 
for Jr. 2 year olds, 2X, 365 days, with 608.3 Ibs. 

King Bessie Progressor 25th was preved in the herd 
of Imig Bros., Neillsville, Wis. This is one of Wiscon- 
sin’s old established herds, in business for over 25 years, 
being ably carried on by the younzer generation. They 
do their testing in AR, on 2X milking. This sire was 
bred by Mendota State Hospital, Mendota, Wis., and is 
the fourth Gold Medal Sire to be bred by the Wisconsin 
State Institutions. 

The pedigree is of particular interest. His sire, of 
course, is King Bessie Progressor, All-Time, All-Ameri- 
ean bull calf and Junior yearling, son of All-American 
parents, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje and Ellenvale 
Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3rd (898 Ibs. fat at 4 years) 
The dam of ‘25th’’ brings in another interesting line 
She is Lady Calamo Creamelle, a show daughter of 
Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, the grand old sire 
that made so much history at Jefferson County Asylum 
in Wisconsin. Lady Calamo Creamelle has a 510-lb 
record in Class C (2X), is backed by a succession of 
good record dams and is a % sister to Madam Artis 
Wayne Denver and others of the daughters of the old 
Denver Prince bull that were such consistent All-Ameri- 
can winners back in the 20’s. 

King Bessie Progressor 25th, from his picture, is a 
very creditable representative of his All-American al 
cestry. Pictures of a few of his daughters appear il 
our news columns this week. 


A Contrast 


Most State Fairs find it very difficult to present 4 


catalog or listing of entries which avoids a general garbl- 


ing of the names of the animals in the Holstein classes 
and undoubtedly in the other breeds as well. We recoé- 
nize that there are many difficulties because these are 
usually rush jobs and are handled by people unfamilial 
with the names. 

This year some of the fairs have seemed to have 4 
harder time than ever to handle this detail and both 
Illinois and Ohio came out with a simple multixzraphed 
lists which were made generally available to ring side 
The Ohio list, which we understand was gotten out ur:

The Dairy Situction—1947 Outlook 

Demand for dairy products is likely to continue at 
a high level through the first half of 1947. Production 
of milk next year may be slightly lower than in 1946. 
Beginning stocks also will be less, but exports will be 
snaller than the nearly 6 billion pounds (milk equiva- 
ent) exported in 1946. Prices of dairy products 
through the first half of 1947 will average close to pres- 
ent levels after allowing for seasonal variations. In the 
latter part of 1947, prices of dairy products may be 
lower than a year earlier because of declining demands. 
Costs to dairymen for feed concentrates in 1947 will 
be below the latter half of 1946 but above the first half. 
Other costs will be higher. 

Returns to farmers per hundred pounds of milk 
or per pound of butterfat, probably will be greater than 
a year earlier during the first half of 1947 but less in 
the second half, with averages for the year about equal 
to 1946. In relation to prices of feed and competing 
livestock products, farm prices of dairy products may be 
more favorable than in the past summer and are likely 
to be above average at least through the first half of ’47. 

On June 1, 1946 the number of milk cows on farms 
was down 4.3 per cent from June 1, 1945. Although 
numbers of young stock have declined for two years, 
the number of potential milkers is sufficient for farmers 
to halt the decline in milk cow numbers. A slower rate 
of decline and perhaps a halt in reduction of cow num- 
bers may come during 1947. Production of milk per 
cow has been increasing sharply in recent years and may 
continue to increase in the years immediately ahead. 
Domestic demands for milk in the future may be met 
with fewer cows in proportion to the population. At 
the beginning of 1947, one cow will be supplying an av- 
erage of nearly 5.5 persons in the U. S., compared with 
45 persons in 1900 and 4.0 persons in 1880. Produc- 
tion per cow in 1947 may exceed the 1946 record. If 
so, total milk flow will be only slightly smaller than this 
year even though the year is begun with somewhat 
fewer cows. 

Supplies of dairy products for domestic consumption 
in 1947 are likely to be slightly less than the 113 billion 
pounds consumed in 1946. The war-time pattern of 
milk utilization probably will continue during 1947. 
Consumption of milk in the form of fluid milk and cream 
may decline, nevertheless, consumption of manufac- 
tured products containing butterfat is not likely to 
change much in 1947 compared with 1946. With 
smaller total supplies of milk, increases in output of 
butter will be slight and supplies of butter per person 
may be around 11 pounds compared with the record 
low of 10 pounds in 1946 and a pre-war average of 16.7 
pounds. The proportion of milk sold by farmers as 
whole milk rather than as cream may decline slightly 
from the 75 per cent in 1946 but will continue well 
above the 1935-39 average of 56 per cent. Utilization 
and consumption of non-fat solids probably will con- 
tinue at a high level in 1947. 

Milk production on farms in August, was 2 
below the previous record of a year earlier. Produc- 
ion of butter increased contra-seasonally from June 
to July and declined less than seasonally during August. 
Production of most other manufactured products con- 
Unued at about the same annual rate as in June. Thus 
consumption of fluid milk and cream apparently de- 
clined more than seasonally from June through August, 
because of higher retail prices for those products. But- 
ter prices advanced rather sharply in the second half 
of August. In early September, butter prices like 
Prices for most other manufactured dairy products, were 
slightly in excess of the June 29 ceiling prices plus the 
subsidy originally scheduled for July- September. As 
dairy supplies decline prices of dairy products will rise 
at least seasonally during the balance of 1946.

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A DOCTOR COMMENTS a UNDULANT FEVER 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

I have been much interested in the articles on Bang’s 
disease being published by you. 

I have had an unusual experience with Undulant 
fever (Bang’s disease) in the human, having seen over 
200 cases in a large charity hospital. In the human the 
following facts may be stated; 

1.—Agglutination may be negative in the presence 
of an active infection even when the organisms are re- 
covered from the blood stream. 

2.—Agglutination may be highly type specific that 
is only to meletensis, suis or bovis. Usually there is 
a great cross agglutination. 

3.—Agglutinations of high titre may be present in 
those who have recovered from the disease (months 
after recovery). Again high titre agglutinations are 
frequent in individuals who have never had symptoms 
of the disease, but have had extensive exposure as meat- 
handlers and farmers. 

4.—The infection is prevalent in meat-handlers, 
especially pork. I have seen infections undoubtedly 
due to raw milk, raw or rare meat, both beef and pork 
or cheese. 

I have seen only one case of Meletensis—the suis be- 
ing the most common. I should like to know:— 

1.—Is a cow with an agglutination of 1-100 or 1-200 
necessarily infectious, that is excreting the organisms) ? 

2—-Have bacterial studies been made on such ani- 
mals

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swine? Is it by eating the feed with hogs or from the 
urine or from the dung or from the saliva? We have 
had three cases of undulant fever in our small town 
within the year. 


Again, are hogs sick? If so, how? We want par- 
ticulars if we can get them. I think it was four years 
ago our herd of Holsteins was tested for Bang’s—two 
2-year-olds, and one yearling reacted—no mature cows. 
We don’t raise hogs, except for home consumption. 

What can you tell us?

Cows evidently contract the swine type of Bang’s 
infection through the contamination of their feed and 
drink. Years ago when manufacturers secured their 
own Bang’s bacillus for making Bang’s vaccine they 
would take specimens from an infected cow. Quite often 
this infection was of both the bovine o1 cow kind and 
the porcine or swine infection. When a vaccine was 
made from this it did not work very satisfactorily with 
vaccinated cattle. It usually caused abortion in the 
cow and set up a very severe infection. They did not, 
at that time know how to distinguish between the dif- 
ferent kinds of Bang’s bacillus or germs. It seems that 
cattle have always been more or less susceptible and 
react very severely to the swine strain of Bang’s bacillus. 

As far as we know now the infection from a Bang’s 
infected cow is usually passed off in the discharge from 
the uterus following calving or abortion. 

Brood sows very frequently abort their pigs or they 
come weak and unthrifty at birth and die soon afterward 
as a result of the swine strain of Bang’s infection. It is 
increasing very rapidly in swine of late years. 

It is quite possible that there are cases of undulant 
fever, probably a lot of them, resulting from infected 
meat. Cattle will, at a certain stage, have the Bang’s 
germ in practically every part of their body. The same 
tan be said about swine, so you can see how easy it 
germ in practically every part of their body. The same 
eating infected meat. 

It is quite evident from the latest information we 
have on Bang’s disease that few cases, if any, are actu- 
ally caused by the drinking of milk from an infected 
cow. 

The blood test is in our opinion of practically no 
value because you can test a cow today, she will give no 
sign of reaction; test her a few hours later or a few days 
later and it may be just the opposite. The only solution 
to the Bang’s problem we can see is to vaccinate con- 
sistently until the entire herd is immune.

Under a reciprocal agreement between the Holstein-Friesian Associations of Amer- 
ica and Canada, the following rules are in effect to govern registration of imported bulls. 
As these rules on imported bulls differ materially from the regular rules for home-bred ani- 
mals, we urge all breeders to become familiar with these special regulations before buying. 





An imported bull, registered in the Herd Book of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada, will be eligible for re-registration in the 
Herd Book of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, if he meets 


any one of the following requirements: 


1. He must have 4 R.O.P. progeny 


or 


2. He must be out of an R.O.P. dam and he must be 
sired by a bull either with 4 R.O.P. progeny or classi- 
fied XX in Selective Registration, 

or 





3. He must be out of an R.O.P. dam and he must be = 
sired by a bull whose sire either has 4 R.O.P. progeny 
or is out of an R.O.P. dam. 


In purchasing an imported sire for use in a registered herd — be sure he fully meets 
these requirements for registration in our Herd Book. It will save you inconvenience and 
loss later on, which is bound to result if you put into service an imported bull that does not 
meet these standards for re-registry. 


We call attention to it at this time, as unfortunately quite a number of breeders are 
already facing this problem.

Grimes 
Brothers won first on dairy herd, 
which included first prize aged cow 
and first prize three-year-old. 

While Walter Brog_ has_ been 
breeding Holsteins for a number of 
years, this is the first year that he 
has shown at any of the _ larger 
shows in the West. His herd averag- 
ed 84.2 points when classified this 
spring, which was the highest aver- 
age in Oregon. 

The Grimes Brothers, who came 
up through 4-H Club work, are de 
veloping quite an outstanding herd. 
Glen Ireland, who recently returned 
from the army to take over the mal- 
agement of the Ireland herd, has 4 
very attractive string at the fair. 
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THE LAND MARKET 


Following is a summary of the 
main findings in a survey made by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics, U. S. D. A. and published in 
May, 1946. 

Corn B lt Farmers as Buyers In the 
Land Market 

The end of the war might be pre- 
sumed to have either of two major 
effects on the attitudes of farmers 
toward buying land; 1) that with 
the easing of labor and machinery 
shortages, so that farm operations 
could be expanded, farmers would be 
eager to buy land; 2) that with land 
values still high, and the prospect 
of high farm income diminished by 
the end of the war, they would be 
disposed to stay out of the land mar- 
ket. 

The survey indicates that the sec- 
ond of these attitudes’ prevails 
among farmers. Consistent with the 
findings of a survey of the attitudes 
of Corn Belt farmers in 1944, about 
three-quarters of the farmers thing 
land values have reached «the limit 
of safety—that is, that they have 
reached or passed the point at which 


returns from the land can be ex- 
pected to justify the investment. 
These views apply, to a somewhat 
lesser degree, to the farms they 
themselves are operating; most of 
them feel their farms could com- 


mand more on the market 
than they are worth. 

In 1944, 61 percent of the farm- 
ers said that even if they wanted 
land and had money to buy with 
they would postpone buying. Now, 
75 percent take this view. Their 
argument is that the price of land 
or the prices of farm commodities 
or both are going to come down.* 
In 1944, the expectation that these 
prices would come down after the 
war was just about as widespread as 
itis now, but so long as the war was 
going on the possibility remained of 
making even high-priced land pay 
out. Now that the war is over, the 
expectation of a decline in farm in- 
came plays a large part in farmers’ 
attitudes toward land buying. 

About 30 percent of the Corn Belt 
farmers say they are interested in 
buying land. But only about half of 
these appear to have definite expec- 
tations of doing so, and most of 
those with definite expectations plan 
to wait until later to buy. The pro- 
portion who say they are in the mar- 
ket to buy now is about the same as 
the proportion who said in 1944 that 
they were trying to buy then. Ten- 
ant farmers predominate among 
those who want to buy, but they aye 
even more disposed to postpone ac- 
tion than are owners. 


Corn Belt Farmers As Sellers In the 
Land Market 


Among Corn Belt owner-opera- 
lors as a whole, present land values 
do not appear to be a strong induce- 
ment so sell. Fewer farmers are 
rated as “quite willing to sell, than 
In the 1944 survey, in spite of ihe 
fact that land values have increased 
since then. By and large they do not 
See how they could better themselves 
by Selling, even at present high 
Prices, because they would want to 


present 


reinvest in land. Many of those who 
do want to sell indicate dissatisfac- 
tion with their farms, and there are 
other indications that the farms 
most readily available on the market 
are the cheaper ones. 


Attitudes Toward Government 
Control of the Land Market 


Virtually all the farmers know 
what happened to the land market 
a few years after the last war, and 
two thirds of them believe that, if a 
repetition of that satastrophe 
threatens, the Government ough: to 
take steps to prevent it. The other 
third, who include in their number 
many who feel land values are al- 
ready overinflated, oppose ‘“‘Govern- 
ment interference” in principle. 

*Interviewing in this survey was car- 
ried on from September 3 to December 
15, 1945. More recent developments in 
the food-supply situation may have al- 
tered farmers’ views on the future of 
farm-commodity prices. The views they 
were asked to express in the survey, 
however, were not of immediate price 
trends but of trends to be expected dur- 
ing the next 5 vears.

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WISCONSIN CATTLE IN DEMAND 

Cattle from Wisconsin are play- 
ing an important role in re-estab- 
lishing the dairy herds of many war- 
torn countries. 

A report compiled by Dr. V. S. 
Larson, chief of the division of live- 
stock sanitation, department of ag- 
riculture, reveals that during the 
year ending June 30, 1946, health 
certificates were issued for the ship- 
ment of approximately 15,000 head 
of cattle to foreign nations. All cer- 
iificates for shipment to foreign 
countries were approved by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Animal Industry, Dr. 
James S. Healy, federal inspector in 


charge. 
Certificates issued reveal ship- 
ments to 15 foreign nations. Poland 


heads the list with a total of 3,861 
head, while Mexico is second with 
9190. The list also includes cattle 
shipped to Canada, Central America, 
Costa Rica, Czechoslovakia, Domini- 
ean Republic, Greece, Holland, Pan- 
ama, Peru, Puerto Rico, South 
America, Virgin Islands and the West 
Indies. 

In addition, certificates were is- 
sued for more than 8,500 head to be 
shipped to ports of embarkation in 
Maryland, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia. Final destination of 
these animals is not shown, A large 
part of the cattle purchased for for- 
eign export were handled through 
UNRRA. . 

An increase of 21,632 in the total 
number of health certificates for cat- 
tle to be shipped out of the state is 
shown in Dr. Larson’s report. The 
division issued certificates for 70,745 
head during the year ending June 
30, 1946 as compared to 49,113 dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1945. 

Illinois again heads the list of 
states purchasing breeding stock in 
Wisconsin, with a total of 17,447 
head. New Jersey is second with 
10.048 head and Iowa third with 4,- 
593. Certificates were issued for 
shipments to 46 out of the 48 states, 
the report reveals.—Barron County 
News Shield, Barron, Wis. 


ISLAND QUARANTINE STATION 
TO BE ESTABLISHED 


The U. S. Congress has approved 
and the President has signed legisla- 
tion authorizing the establishment of 
an animal quarantine station on 
Swan Island, 150 miles off the coast 
of Honduras in the Caribbean Sea. It 
is designed to facilitate importation 
of disease-free livestock into the 
United States for breeding purposes 
and to protect this country’s live- 
stock industry from animal disease 
of foreign origin. 

The quarantine station on Swan 
Island, a United States possession, 
Will be operated by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agricu!ture’s Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, but its facilities will 
be available to other countries. 

Establishment of the station will 
be of particular importance to live- 
stock breeders in the United States 
a it will provide a safe means by 
Which they may import certain 
strains of livestock in demand in this 
country for breeding purposes such 


October 5, 


as Zebu cattle and Caracul sheep. 
Operation of the station will not, in 
itself, remeve any existing Depart- 
ment of Agriculture animal quaran- 
tine requirements. However, it will 
make it easier for imported livestock 
to conform to present quarantine 
regulations and will safeguard Unit- 
ed States livestock herds from con- 
tracting diseases from imported con- 
mals. 


Foot-and-mouth disease, prevalent 
in many other countries, has ham- 
pered importation of breeding stock 
into the United States. The Swan 
Island station will make it possible 
under certain conditions where foot- 
and-mouth and other diseases exist 
to place livestock in quarantine 
prior to shipment to the United 
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States. Operation of the station will 
begin as soon as construction of 
necessary installations on the island 
can be carried out. This will require 
several months. 

Certain destructive livestock dis- 
eases can easily be introduced into 
the United States through neighbor- 
ing countries as a result of their di- 
rect importations of animals from 
other countries where such diseases 
exist.—U. S. Dept. of Agr.

Olin H. Cleverley and his son, 
James, represent the _ long-time 
breeding establishment developed 
successfully over the years from one 
or two foundation animals. From a 
single purebred female brought on- 
to the farm in 1918 they have devel- 
oped a milking herd of 29 pure- 
breds, which made the average of 
521 lbs. of fat, 14,135 lbs. of milk 
in 1945, on 2X milking. The Clev- 
erleys are unique among the four- 
teen 500-lb herds in that they are 
now breeding entirely by artificial 
insemination. 

Their 1945 record, and previous 
good ones, have been brought about 
by a breeding program that dates 
back to the first purebred they used, 
Korndyke Lady Pontiac, a 5-year- 


purchased from H. L. Chase, Bald- 
winsville, and these two formed the 
foundation for the entire 67-head 
herd maintained at Airy Ridge Farm 
today.

made 140 lbs. of fat, still the high- 
est one-month fat record for Onon- 
daga county. She was sold during 
the lactation, but that year’s record 
was close to 1,000 lbs. of fat. 

Among the events Mr. Cleverley 
cites as milestones are the beginning 
of Dairy Record Club testing in 
1931, and DHIA testing in 1932. He 
was a member of the First Onon- 
daga Bull Association from its start 
until its dissolution; and then join- 
ed the Artificial Breeding Associa- 
tion at its beginning to get the first 
artificially-bred calf born in Onon- 
daga county. In 1933 Colantha Vee- 
man Hengerveld Boy was loaned to 
him for a while by LeRoy Munro, 
and several heavy producers re- 
sulted. In 1936 the prefix ‘Airy 
Ridge’’ was chosen. 

King Ormsby Ideal was partially 
proved in this herd since he was 
available through the bull associa- 
tion. His twelve daughters at Airy 
Ridge had a ME 305-day, 2X aver- 
age of 16,524 milk, 3.69% test, and 
609.2 fat. 

At present the program is 100% 
artificial breeding, and no herd sire 
is kept for natural service. The first 
artificially-bred calf was Airy Ridge 
Nudine Echo Boy, a grandson of 
Marathon Nudine Burke. He was 
used on some heifers before being 
sold for service elsewhere, and two 
of his daughters have 2X, 305-day 
records at 2 years of 527 and 561 
lbs fat. 

Many of the older cows in the 
herd today are daughters of King 
Ormsby Ideal 87th. One of them, 
Airy Ridge Ormsby Isis, was high 
cow in 1945 with 19,124 milk, 713 
fat in 303 days, on 2X. Another 
high-producing daughter of K. O. I. 
87th, is Airy Ridge Ormsby Iona, 
who has made 530 fat at 2 years, 
635 fat at 3 years, and 701 fat, 18,-

LIQUOR TAX MORE THAN TOTAL 
MILK BILL 


While some union officials have 
been organizing buyers’ strikes be- 
cause of the comparatively small in- 
crease in the milk and cream price, 
little has been said about the cost of 
liquor. 

The Minneapolis Tribune on July 
12 stated that the tax on liquor and 
beer in the State of Minnesota for 
the year ending June 30, 1946 was 
$67.676,910. This ineludes’ the 
State and Federal tax applied in 
Minnesota. 

This caused us to do some figuring 
to compare this with the milk situa- 


tion. This amount would have paid 
for a pint of milk a day for every 
man, woman and child in the State 


of Minnesota for the entire year, and 
left a surplus of over six million dol- 
lars. This is more than the average 
consumption of fluid milk for drink- 
ing purposes. Remember that this 
is for the tax alone, and not for the 
payment of the liquor consumed. 

A few comparisons of this kind 
would help to give the public a 
proper perspective of the relative 
cost of dairy products compared with 
other items used by the public.— 
Twin City Milk Producers’ Bulletin.

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The printed program was partic- 
ularly helpful in listing the sires 
used at Mallary Farm, since a large 
portion of the herd are daughters 
of the foundation sire, Montviec 
Posch Rag Apple. And others are 
daughters of his sons, as well as the 
two highest record daughters of his 
sire, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. All 
but a handful of animals in the herd 
trace to Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
several times, most of them through 
his great proven son, “Old Posch.” 

The accomplishments of this fa- 
mous bull were well brought out in 
the catalog and impressed the yis- 
itors. Except for his sire, Montvie 
Posch Rag Apple is the only bull of 
the breed to have seven ‘‘Excellent” 
daughters and to have six daugh- 
ters over 900 lbs. of fat on 3X milk- 
ing. His 80 classified daughters 
average 84.6%, a remarkable aver- 
age for this number. And the pro- 
duction figures are equally impres- 
sive, including ‘“‘Tessie,’’ New Eng- 
land champion on 3X milking with 
26.339 lbs. of milk and 1,080.2 lbs. 
of fat, with 4.1% test. There are 30 
younger daughters of “Old Posch” 
in the herd. 

The judging contest followed, pre- 
sided over by Glenn Householder, 
Director of Extension for the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. He brought out clearly the mer- 
its of the various animals in the 
judging classes, stimulating a good 
deal of response and humor from the 
assembled throng. 

One event was truly historic, the 
leading out of a ‘“‘super-aged cow 
class.”” There were four old cows, 
the youngest 13 years of age and the 
oldest 16 years of age, whose A@d- 
vanced Registry records on 3X milk- 
ing averaged 1,010 lbs. fat. Of the 
four cows, three are officially classi- 
fied ‘Excellent’ and one.

Ibs. fat. This historic sight will 
long remain in the memories of the 
persons present. 

After a picnic luncheon the Ver- 
mont Association held its meeting, 
and listened to very favorable re- 
ports by the officers and committees. 
This has been one of the most pros- 
perous years in the history of the 
Vermont Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion. Wm. Weeks was elected as 
President, succeeding Sheldon Mill- 
er, who declined to stand for re- 
election.

Mr. Glover’s words of advice 
and admonition will well be remem- 
bered, as well for his effervescent 
humor, as for the sage wisdom of 
his comments on the problems of 
the purebred industry. The rapt at- 
tention of the audience showed that 
they knew they were listening to one

breeding program recently reported 
widely in the agricultural press, fol- 
lowing a news story sent out from 
the U. S. Government Experiment 
Station at Seltsville.

States. He described much of the 
report as ‘“‘nonsense,’’ and laid par- 
ticular stress on the fact that the 
word “hybrid’’ is being exploited by 
this group.
